SIMULATED DISASTER DRILL 


On Saturday May 12, 1990, a mock disaster was held in Stark County, 
simulating three tornado touchdowns the first in Navarre area, then in 
Canton and on into Hartville. 


Even though it’s been a couple years since we had a county wide 
disaster drill, everything went well. There always seems to be new 
problens that arise during a drill, but I guess that’s the idea of 
having such a drill, sa we can find where the problems exist and make 
corrections. The biggest problem in the past was that there was too 
much traffic for one repeater or frequency to handle. This time we made 
use of the following repeaters; 147.12, 146.79, 147.18, 145.49, as well 
as 145,62 simplex at the €.0.C,. Also Packet communications was 
established and ready to go, but was not used. Now with the added use 
af more repeaters, the past problem was solved and worked out very 
well. 


The E.0.C. was opened for the first time for any drill, since it 
was built and served as central control point. The biggest of all 
problems showed up here. There was not enough radios available or 
antennas to use during the drill. The problem was handled as well as 
could be expected (a recommendation to solve this problem was passed on 
ta the committee. Further information on this will be forwarded as it 
is made available. ) 


Even though there were a few problems that can be handled the next 
time, over all the drill went well. 


The Ham Operators were thanked for their help. We were told = that 
our communications was needed and appreciated during a disaster.

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FOX HUNTING 


When was the last time you wished you could track down the 
interference that was keeping you off your favorite repeater or simplex 
frequency? You think, "Oh Well, direction finding equipment is too 
complicated. Besides, you probably need to be a rocket scientist to run 
it". Not True! Not only is Fox Hunting a very useful activity, it is 
FUN! 


It usually goes like this: One person is picked as the FOX. It is 
up to this person to plan the hunt and make sure it is well advertised. 
After all, what good igs a fox hunt without hunters? The hunters gather 
at the starting point and are signed in by one of the foxes helpers. 
This helper will algo take the starting mileage of each hunters car, 
pass out maps of the search area, announce the rules of the hunt and at 
the starting time, this ham announces the hunt frequency and calle the 


Once the hunt begins, you have two options to home in the fox. 


1) Triangulate- Take beam headings from at least three different 
locations and plot these on a map. In theory, all lines should cross at 
the location of the fox. In practice, some headings will be reflections 
and even good headings may only localize the signal to within a couple 
of blacks. 


2) Aim & shoot- Keep driving in the direction of the strongest 
signal. 


A good "S" meter is invaluable, but good results can also be had by 
adjusting the squelch to the trip point and use a directional antenna 
to find the strongest signal. One item that I find indispensable, is 
sone sort of attenuator. This can be as simple as a cheap antenna 
switch. 


As you get very close to the signal, one good trick igs to take the 
antenna off your HT and turn it around in an arc, while listening to 
the signal,or watching the "S" meter. The strongest signal will come 
when the antenna connector is aiming right at the transmitter. 


As the hunters find the fox, their time is logged, as well as their 
ending mileage and we all stand around swapping lies about the hunt and 
watching everyone else straggle in. 


T will be talking about fox hunting, as well as showing some 
various equipment that can be used for fox hunting, at the next 
Maaeting. Hope to see you there.

HAMS and the NATIONAL ELECTRIC CODE 


This is a paraphrased version of Article 810, Part C of the 1990 
NEC which pertains to "Amateur Radio Transmitting and Receiving 
Equipment". Here I will highlight the most specific and/or relevant 
subsections. All wire and it’s sizes refer to hard drawn copper wire. 


Dipole wire size must never be less than 14 AWG for open spans = of 
150 ft or less, or 10 AWG for spans greater than 150 ft. Lead-in 
conductors must follow the same rules. 


Feedline attached to a building must be kept at least 3" from the 
wall surface using nonabserbent insulating supports. The exception is 
coax, only if the outer shield is properly grounded. 


Feedlines and Lead-ins must be brought into the shack in one of 
the following ways: (1) Through an insulating tube or bushing, (2) 
Through a dedicated opening with a minimum clearance of 2", (3) Through 
a drilled window pane. The exception is coax, only if the outer shield 
ig properly grounded. 


Lead-ins and feedlines must be located so as to make accidental 
contact with them difficult. 


Each coanductor in an antenna system must include a static 
discharge unit or its equivalent. Exceptions: (1) Properly grounded 
coax, (2) An effectively grounded antenna system. 


The pretective grounding conductor must be as large as the 
lead-in/feedline, but not smaller than 10 AWG. 


The operating grounding conductor must not be smaller than 14 AWG. 


All feedline/lead-ins must be at least 4" from house wiring. 
Exception: If either is in conduit. 


The transmitter must be enclosed in a grounded metal frame or 
griil. 


All accessible metal controls must be effectively grounded. 

Remember, if any of these are not followed, an insurance company 
may not pay a fire damage claim if your shack was the cause. At the 
very least, if you build your own shack and an inspector comes byy it 
will definitely not pass muster!
